Westerfleld to see what he Intends do* 
ing with reference to the inheritance 
tax fees which he has retained fn his 
personal possession. This money Is 
that referred to recently in the. report 
of Auditor Sims wherein the auditor 
explained that there aeemedto.be a 
question of Interpreting the law as to 
whether a county treasurer woa entitl- 
ed to retain the 2 per cent inheritance 
fees or not. 

^^At that time, vyhen he talked with 
Treasurer WesterHeld, he admitted 
that In many counties the treasurers 
and supervisors intrepreted the law to 
mean that the treasurer had the right 
to keep the inheritance tax fees, but 
that in hie opinion the money did not 
belong to the treasurer personally but 
should go to the county. He suid tlmt 
it was his personal opinion and he sug- 
gested to Mr. WesterBcId that before 
he tunied the money over to the county 
that he get legal advise to guide hlm,-^ 
thus admitting in so many wonts that 
he himself did not feel positive on- the 
point as to whether the treasurer was 
entitled to these fees. 

Here Is the section of the law which 
pertains to the Inheritance tax fees 
and to which Mr. Sims and Treasurer 
Westerfleld refers to Jhis statutes 
regarding the Inherltancn tax fees In 
Lake County: 

386. Treasurer's ■ Commission or sal- 
ary. 21. 
The treasurer of each county shall 

be {allowed to retain 2 per cent on all 

taxes paid and, accounted Tor by him 

under this act in full f 3r his services in 

. . ..- , 

collecting and paying the same, fn ad- 
dition to his salary or fees now allowed 
by law, 

Follo^wing the visit of the committee, 
Mr, J)ady was asked what was. done 
and he stated that the committee had 
merely asked him to accompany them 
as the county's legal representative 
and he had done so. He said that no 
demand had been made on Mr. Wester- 
fleld, for the inheritance tax fees and 
that the committee had not even in-' 
structed him to begin a civil suit to 
recover them. 

■ That all all county oflicials are in 
doubt as to the exact statute of the In- 
heritance tax fees, is evident from con- 
versations heard among them. 

And it is recalled by one county olH- 
cial, that a year ago the same matter 
came up before the supervisors. The 
state's attorney, Mr. Dady, was pres- 
ent He had beeii discussing the mat- 
ter with other supervisors. He made 
the remark ihat he believed the treas- 
urer must turn over the Inheritance 
tux fees to the county. 

Upon hearing his remark, Supervisor 
Kirchner suggested as follows: "Will 
you Iturn to page— psection 386 of the 
book you hold in your hand, Mr. Dady 
and- read the paragraph?" 
. Mr. Dady turned to the reference 
after which, with a smile, he remark- 
ed; "Well, that's the Hrat time I ever 
''had that called to my attention— the 
fact is, that in face of that section, I 
am not positive just what the statutes 
of. the inheritance tax fee is."

that took place on North Sheridan Road [ 
late last fall In which Edward Ferry of FwrSf^monl- al- 
ZionCity lost his life and three other "-*"<-««"Cnt ac 
men sustained serious injuries. 

Henry Sine has sued for $10,000 and 
J. S. Neal for $2,500. James Ferry, 
the other occupant of the car when the 
accident took place, has not started 
suit as yet At the time of the 'acci- 
dent It was declared that no suit would 
be started by the Ferry's but they 
have apparently reconsidered and de- 
cided that they are entitled to dama- 
agea 

The accident is recalled by all. James 
Ferry was driving the automobile back 
to Zion and with him were two other 
men. On North Sheridan Road the 
machine struck on obstruction in the 
road In front of Dr. Bouton's new 
home, and the occupants of the car 
were hurled several feet to the pave- 
ment The victims were rushed to the 
Jane McAlister hospital, Edward 
Ferry died during the night. Neal was 
able to, return to his home the same 
night and James Ferry a short time 
later. Henry Sine was badly hurt and 
for a time it was feared he would not 
live. 

- Atthe coroner's inquest it was shown 
that no light had been left burning on 
the obstruction. The jury brought in 
a verdict in which the city was blamed 
for leaving the obstruction unprotected. 

The city ofFlcials declare they have 
some evidence which did not come out 
at the coroner's inquest so for this 
reason the hearing of the damage ac- 
tions should be interesting.

Spontaneous combustion is believed 
to have caused the fire that destroyed 
a greater portion of the White & Tobin 
barn, Waukeganlate Monday afternoon. 
The loss to the owner Mr. Fred Mur- 
ray, will amout to fully $2,000. 

One man was slightly burned, two 
others had narrow escapes from injury, 
when a gasoline tank they were carry- 
ing caught fire and exploded* The man 
who was burned was rolled in ashes. 

Propel ty valued 4t close to $10,000 
was saved. Fred Brown led one horse 
and pulled the ambulance from the 
burning building. Tom Moore and 
Edward Tobin pulled the hearse and 
black wagon from the barn. 

The fire department deserves great 
praise for their work. Property vaul- 
ed at fully $100,000 was in danger from 
tho Sfcond^the fire was discovered. 
Had the fire started during the night, 
it is possible that one or two blocks of 
business district would have been swept 
by fire. 

The loss to the owners of the barn is 
estimutee at $2,000. The loss to White 
and Tobin is estimated at $500. Two 
tons of hay, one ton of straw and a 
larg|) quantity of grain was destroyed 
by fire. Mr. White does not believed 
that the fire started by cross wires. 
He points out that the fire started in

Delegation will Visit Sprlnsneld In Eirort 
to Defeat ft's'Piissage 

Representative business and profes- 
sional men of Waukegan held a meet- 
ing in the council chambers on Satur- 
day night at which plans* were discuss- 
ed for bending a delegation to Spring- 
field to lobby against the passage of 
the proposed five-mile dry zone bill. In 
view of the fact that there has been 
considereble discussion as to whether 
or not Representative Fayette S Mon- 
roe of Highland Park would, favor the 
proposed bill, he waii reached on the 
long distance telephone at his home 
and was requested to attend the meet- 
ing. He complied and In response to a 
question replied pointedly that he is 
doing all in his power to insure the 
passage of the proposed law, as he.ex- 
plained that the people who elected 
him are in favor of the dry zone about 
the naval training station. He did not 
reply when it was pointed out to him 
that he received a good vote in Wauke- 
gan 

Those who oppose the passage of the 
bill have now eliminated Mr. Munroe 
from their plans.. Representatives 
ShurtlefF and Graham both have ex- 
pressed themselves clearly as being op- 
posed to the passage of the bill, Both 
of these legislators were in Chicago on 
Monday and several business and pro- 
fessional men, including Mayor Bidin- 
ger and other city officials held a con- 
ference with them. 

That Waukegan as well as North 
Chicago, will send a big delegation to 
Springfield to lobby against the bill 
wag decided at the meeting Saturday 
night. The exact plan of action has 
not yet been mapped out, but will be 
left largely to Mr. ShurtlefT. who has 
promised to keep the city posted on 
the conditions at Springfield and to give 
them plenty of time to get there. Both 
he and Mr, Graham are doing their best 
to defeat the measure. 

With regard to the statement made 
that he favored a compiomiae Mr. 
ShurtlefC declared that it was a posi- 
tive falsehood, as he says he has stood 
pat on the proposition all the way 
through. 



Excitement was created at noon on 
Tuesday at Fort Sheridan whenit WM 
discovered that a sentry who was in 
charge of two prisoners working near 
the stables in the south portion of the 
post had mode their escape. Their 
non-arrival at mess was what led^ tt> 
the discovery that they were gone, and 
at once every soldier at the post, some 
i£50 in all was scurrying all over tho 
surrounding territory in an effort to 
locate the missing men. 

The prisoners were: William Clark, 
sentry, Troop K. 16th infantry; Marcus 
Wilson; Charles Bubbitt 

It is believed they had made good 
their escape, the belief being that they 
had outside aid from friends who had 
brought citizens' clothes which they 
hastily donned after leaving the 
grounds, and therefore have made 
cheir way unnoticed into either Chicago 
or north to Milwaukee. 

The fact that the sentry went, with 
the men shows that he was with them 
in a plan to escape. He was a member 
of Troop K, loth infantryj.and if he be 
recaptured his punishment will be more 
severe than the prisoners themselves. 
The latter were a two-year man and on 
ISmonth prisoners, both having been 
ill prison but a short time. 

The discovery of a pool of blood near 
where the three men were working has 
cauaed a senuaiion and a feeling pre- 
vails that perhaps ^ientry Clarke waa 
murdered. The soldiers are now search- 
ing the woods in an effort .to find hia 
I body. Clarke was a man whom the of- 
I ficers declared would not have run oft 
with the prisoners, and they seem to 
feel he was killed tiy tne prisoners who 
later made their escape. 

Later — The divided opinions in the 
matter were set at rest latu Wednes- 
day afternoon when the deserters were 
captured. The sentry joined the men 
in their secund desertion dropping his 
rifle near some red paint 

The abandoned rifle and the red spots 
at first gave rise lo the suspicion that 
Clark hud been murdered before the 
priiioners escaped. Tnis theory was 
not abandoned until Sergeant Netcher 
of Troop L and a numbur 'of hia men 
caught tne three men hiding in u clump 
of bushes north of Glencoe. 

The deserters were taken back to 
the fort and placed in the guardhouse.' 
Clark will soon be Drought before a 
court-murtidi and tried for desertion 
and allowing his prisoners to escape. 
Bubbitt and Wilson had deserted about 
three months ago and recently were 
found guilty and sentenced.

slasippl Monday. 

"If we must have' war or submit to 
this indignity. I am for war," cried Mr. 
Slason. "I am with the people of Cali- 
fornia In their efCorts to prevent these 
aliens in acquiring land. I bellevo 
that no non-resident alien should bo 
allowed to hold a single foot of land Irf 
tho territory of the United States. 
■What would Washington say in an- 
Bwer to tho question, war or submia- 
Blon? What would Jackaon say? 
What would Cleveland ss.y? What 
•would McKlnley aay? I resent the ef- 
forts of Japan to force ua to submit 
to her demands." 

Mr. Slaaon took the position that 
the Japaneae government In proteat- 
Ing against alien land legislation was 
endeavoring to exempt Ita citizens 
from operation of tho laws of tho atatea, 
"Tho president and secretary ot 
Btato," said Mr. Slsaon. "should only 
naaumo an alien government that the 
people of that alien nation would be 
dealt with fairly in accordance with 
the law of the state. Any other posi- 
tion would lead to the federal govern- 
ment taking out from under the laws 
of the atatea the citizens of another 
nation. But all citizens or allena real- 
dent In a state must bo held aubject 
to Ua laws, and to exempt the alien 
would give him prlvUegna over and 
above thoab accorded to American 
cUIzona." 

Mr. SlsBon contended that the peo- 
ple of California had the right to pass 
laws regarding alien holding of land 
•as In their Judgment seemed best, 
when such laws do not infringe 
upon the federal constitution. 

Mr. SisBon discussed at length

tho dispute and declared that Califor- 
nia was enjdcavorlng to do only what 
Japan had already done. 

"If Japan .now threatens us with 
war, what would she do when millions 
of her civilized have acquired land In 
our country?" he said. "I lay down 
tho proposition that an alien popula- 
tion holding land within our borders 
would be a flxed. and constant menace. 
Wo must preserve to the American 
farmer tho right to own tho eoll of 
oyr country without competition 
which would drag down hIa standard, 
of living. I would not surrender it 
unless we had apent tho last drop of 
blood In American manhood, and Im- 
poverished our country for a hundred 
generations."

Tho note waa virtually an ultimatum. 

Austria-Hungary dcclarea she can- 
not permit tho Montenegrins to flout 
tho dectelon of the great powers. Tho 
prestige of tho Kuropcan nations has 
been violated, says the note, and Aua- 
trla-Hungary demands thn't tho pow- 
ers decide promptly on the steps to bo 
taken to reatoro that prestige, adding 
that if tho powera should bo unable to 
reach a apcedy decision she will ace 
to it herself that the will of Elurope la 
reapected and that tho Montenegrins 
vacate Scutari. 

"Scutari is from today Montene- 
grin," on the other hand la the deflant 
reply of King Nlcholaa to tho Invita- 
tion to aurrender the hard-won Turk- 
ish citadel. 

Tho king made this statement In tho 
course of a speech delivered from tho 
balcony of the royal palace at Ccttlnjo. 
Among his auditors were tho ministers 
of the Balkan states, who came to 
congratulate him. Ho added: 

"Should Europe still think of 
anatching Scutari from Montenegro, 
which has given Its life blood to lake 
It, Europe will have to carry out the 
task by force of arms."

St. Louis, April 28.— Testifying here 
Friday before Special Commissioner 
Muonch in the suit of the National 
Bank of Commerce to recover from 
him aecuritles alleged to be worth 
$1,600,000. which had been pledged 
with the bank. Henry Clay Pierce 
.told how he had become involved In 
the Tenneaaee Central railway deal to 
the extent of nearly $7,000,000 through 
financial transactions engineered by 
officers of the bank. He blamed his 
entanglement mainly on what he 
termed misplaced confldonoe In tho 
late J. C. Van Blarcom, president of 
tho bank. 

Pierce testified regarding the con- 
nection of former Senator Joseph 
Bailey of Texas, that It was his undoi^ 
BtandlnL that the $1,500,0D0 ctock of 
the Nashville Terminal company,, 
which the National Bank of Com- 
merce acoks to recover, waa turned, 
over to United Statea Senator Joaeph 
W. Bailey of Texas, aa assignee of 
the Tennessee Construction company, 
after the loan for which It waa 
pledged had been paid. 

He aald: "In 1901 or 1902, I was 
forced Into a larger interest In the 
Tennessee Central enterprise than 
other, Individual aubacrlbers to the 
syndicate, when my aon-In-law. Rich- 
ards, In my absence and without my 
knowledge signed my name to a 
guarantee to buy $1,500,000 of the first 
mortgage bonds of the railway. Slnco 
the collapse of the syndicate It has 
been necessary for me to advance 
over $4,000,000 In cash to the Tennes- 
see Central railway to pay Its ex- 
ponaea. 

"After the ayndlcate collapsed. 
Senator Joseph W. Dalley of Texas, 
was made the aaslgnce of tho Tennea- 
aee Construction company and all of 
Its properties were turned, over to 
him. He waa authorized to take 
charge of the affairs of tho company 
and wind them up. 

"Senator Bailey sold over $4,000,000 
worth of property of the company, and 
It was my understanding that from 
the sale of these prope^tlea the loan 
at tho Bank of Commerce, for which 
tho Nashville Terminal atock waa 
pledged, waa paid, and that the atock 
then went back to BaUey aa aa- 
Blgnee for tho construction com- 
pany. 

"The stock was later pledged to tho 
Standard Trust company of New Y«rk 
by Senator Bailey, and remained for 
three years. It waa finally delivered 
to Eben Richards, on my order, after 
tho tniBt company had notified 
me that It had no further dalm 
to IL 



Plttaburgh. Pa., April 28.— Two men 
wore taken alive from tho Cincinnati 
mlno of the Monongahela River Con- 
solidated Coal & Coke company at 
Finleyvllle, the scene Wednesday of 
a dlaaatrous explosion. 

Suffering untold agonies from ex- 
posure and from tho shock of an ox- 
plosion that Is known to havo claim- 
ed tho lives of nlnoty-slx minora, tho 
two mdu, 'Charles Crawl and Philip 
Legler/ each thlrty-alx yeara of ago, 
woro brought to tho surface almost un- 
conscious. * 

That they survived tho explosion 
and poisonous gaaea of tho mlno for 
sixty houra la conaldered almoat mi- 
raculous. 

J. McVlckers and Clydo Gibson, 
members of tho coal company's rescue 
crew, entered tho mlno late last night 
to search for bodies. At a point iyio 
and a half miles from tho entrance 
they heard a faint cry. InvcstlgaUon 
disclosed the two miners alive in what 
la known as room 10, or entry 20. 

Carrying, and at times dragging, 
the miners, the rescuers reached the 
open. Crawl seemed to grasp at once 
tho fact that he waa out of the mine. 
He exclaimed: 

"My God. I want to see my children 
at once. It seema I have been In 
there a week." 
At the hospital the men wore abl« 

to talk. 

"I entered the mine at 6:30 Wednea- 
day morning," aald Crawl. "Leglor and 
I were eating lunch where we wero 
•found when, shortly after 12:30 Wed- 
nesday, wo heard a dull explosion, 
which Boeraed to be, far awoy. 

"We continued eating, finishing our 
lunch. I began to get nervous when I 
did not hear the other miners at work 
and went to Investigate. 

"I found dead mlnera lying all 
around and then I knew what the ex- 
plosion had been. Remembering my 
former experience, 1 told Legler to 
follow me and we crawled Into tho 
old workinga In an effort to find a way 
to get -out. 

"I think we had been crawling fifty- 
two houra. In that time we had only a 
allco of bread apiece and we quenched 
our thlret with aulphur water from tho 
mlno floor. 



Sacramento, Cal.. April 29.— William 
J. Bryan, secretary of state, arrived 
In Sacramento Monday.

Aa evidence of. thla 
anxiety on tho part of the Icgialatora 
was the conforenco hold In Governor 
Johnson's office Sunday, at which the 
situation waa dlscusaod In all Its 
phases, Tho final draft of tho bill was 
gone over and dissected In dctalla. so 
that those present might be prnparcd 
to discuss with Secretary Drj'an, 
should ho care to do so. 

There wero present at the confer- 
ence Senators Thompaon, Gates, Stro- 
brldge, Kohoo and Benson; Speaker 
Toung. Assemblymen Bohnett, Chand- 
ler, Benedict, Smith and Sutherland; 
Lieutenant Governor Wallace and At- 
torney General Wells. The conforenco 
lasted for about two houra and a half, 
and at Ita conclualon Governor 'John- 
aon made this statement:

From members who attended tho 
conference It was learned that tho bill 
as now constructed avoids the use of 
the words "Ineligible to citizenship," 
which seemed to be the cause of so 
much alarm by substituting the phrase 
that land shall bo held only by "thoao 
capable of becoming citlzona." The 
bill haa also been changed ao as to 
allow land to bo leased by Japanese 
for three years.

The close ties of friendship oxlfltj

ada, and Governor Sulzor, at tho on- 
nual dlnnot of tho University Club of 

''^^''Slidn and tho United Statea," 
said Premier Borden, "havo a common 
herltngo In tho language, tho litera- 
ture, tho lawa, tho luBtltuttona and tha 
traditiono which havo come down to 
thom from tho men of bygone days. 

"Perhaps no more Instructive object 
lesson ever has boon given to tho 
world than tho four thousand miles or 
undefended boundary lino from tho 
Atiantio to tho Pacific, which bears 
Bllont but eloquent testimony to tho 
mutual confidence and reaped of tho 
two natlona. Time will shortly place 
upon tho brow of each nation tho lau- 
rel of one hundred years of peace. It 
matters not. do much aa to the form 
of the outward celebration, but lot ub 
hope that Its full slgnlflcanco may 
Blnk deep into the hearts of both na- 
tions, and thot, whether north or south 
of tho boundary, we may stand with 
bowed and reverent heads, offering 
grateful thanks for tho Divine blessing 
of peace, and earnest prayers that In 
tho century to come, mutual confidence, 
good-will and respect may truly ani- 
mate tho IdeaU and aaplratlona of both 
natlona." 

Referring to tho natural resources 
pOBSeaaed by tho United States ond 
Canada, particularly along tho St. 
Lawrence River, tho premier urged 
that they be "preserved and developed, 
for tho people." 

Governor Sulzer predicted that tho 
"Great Canadian Northwest la dcalgned 
to become, before long, the granary of 
North America." 

"Many of our boat cItlzenB, I regret

THE forosts of Arizona, na yet 
practically untouched, are 
among the moat Important In 
the west. Approximately 16,- 
000.000 acres, ono-nfth of tho 
Btato, la timbcrlahd, moat of which Ilea 
In tho highly elevated aoctlona north 
and east of a lino extending acroBs tho 
Btato diagonally blacctlng tho opposite 
northwestern and aouthoaatern boun- 
dary corners. 

Conifers or cone-bearing treoa are 
the predominant growths, tho broad- 
leafed species being few In number 
and of minor Importanco. The yellow 
pIno, tho Arizona white pine, the Um-

Us out- 
ipreadlng top tossing, dancing, sighing 
gleefully In tho amber sunlight like a 
ihing Intoxicated with tho nectar of 
heaven. 

Indlgonoufl to about the same soil 
conditions and altltudlnal limitations 
as tho yellow^plne, and ranking next 
in Importance for their timber in tho 
order named, ore the Douglas fir, En- 
glemann spruce and white flr. Their 
scarcity, liowovor, makes them unap- 
preclable factors in tho trade in Arl- 
rona. By reason of the softness of 
their fiber or their desert or Alpine 
characteristics tho other trees named, 
excepting tho limber or Rocky moun- 
tain white pine and tho oak, which are

Primltlva Occupation. 
No part of the lumberman's occupa- 
tion is moro Interesting and primitive 
perhaps than that of getting out the 
logs In the woods. A trip to one of 
tho camps where this part of the bus- 
iness may bo witnessed Is a novel 
spectacle, ospecially so when one 
makes the trip on a logging train. The' 
felling of the trees, the cutting of the 
trunks Into logs, tho clearing away of 
the brush la done with the same toola. 
the ax and saw. the same expenditure 
of physical strength, expended by the 
pioneer homo builder In stripping 
away tho magnificent hardwoods that 
fell beneath his sturdy stroke In the 
group of states carved out of tho ter- 
ritory between, tho Alleghenles and 
tho Mississippi river. 

Tho roads upon which tho unsawed 
timber Is transported from tho forests 
to the mills are railways, though dif- 
fering from others of their kind in 
that they were built for no purposes 
other than freighting logs. One must 
perforce ride on the framework of 
tho cars or on tho tender of the en- 
gine, which Is scarcely a hardship to 
him who feels tho lure of the out- 
doors, riqforo all else permission for 
tho ride must bo obtained from the 
mill owners or manager. Out Into tho 
clearings one is borne over hills and 
valloys once Instinct with arborescent 
life, now denuded nnd ovorstrewn 
with tho Uttering of the slaughtered 
trees that fell to tho mailed- hand of 
the lord of creation. Finally a shrill 
blast of the engine announces the ar- 
rival at tho camp, which consists of 
four or five large ungainly structures 
and a number of smaller ones, all 
built of rough pine lumber, more sub- 
stantial buildings being Impracticable 
aa tho place at best will be occupied 
but temporarily whilo tho sections 
contiguous thereto are being cut over. 
It Is In aettlements of this character 
that tho "lumber-Jacks." the mgn em- 
ployed in the camps, live and have 
their being month in and month out 
Overshadowing always by day and by 
night is the solemn grandeur of the 
forest. Each morning the loggers go 
forth to their work of destruction; 
each setting sun looks down on a 
larger treeless waste. Now and then

Cairo, Egypt.— No ■ explanation of 
the government of Egypt Is adequate 
without the presentnUon of the name 
of Lord Kitchener, who elnco his ap- 
pointment as IJrltlHh agent In October 
of 1911 has been Increasingly the 
unique nnd dynamic force behind nil 
the government agencies, alike the 
protector of Imperial English Inicroats 
nnd tho humanitarian regenerator of 
the land ho loves, writes Clayton Sedg- 
wick Cooper in a letter from Cairo to 
the Ch^;Ist(an Science Monitor. 

He came to Egypt to assist In tho 
completion of the splendid' work of re- 
generation commenced by Lord Cro- 
mer. Ho himself had before contrib- 
uted to the problem as the soldier 
leader In Khartum, tho conqueror of 
the Khalifa, sweeping out of the Su- 
dan the fanatical dervishes, nor did ho 
arrive one moment too soon to arrest 
the tide that was surely carrying 
Egypt backward from the high and 
superb stnteamanshlp of Lord Cro- 
mor's regime. 

The presence of an Iron hand was 
Mooded and not a few of Egypt's lead- 
ers were unconsciously turning la 
their minds toward Kitchener. As 
tho conversation of a certain Egyptian 
officer who commanded a brigade at 
Omdurman Infers: "Lord Kitchener ia 
a soldier. Ho la a men of Iron. He 
made a clean sweep of the Sudan. He 
la Just, but ho is not to be trifled with. 
There Is not a nationalist In Egypt 
who would not bury himself In the 
sand If Lord Kitchen.er came to Cairo. 
He Is the man for the Job." 

After an Interview with Lord Kitch- 
ener in Cairo I realized that he was 
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Orientals, especInUy in certain stages 
of thoir development 

As Lord Kitchener sat and talked 
and questioned In the British resi- 
dency with Its beautiful tropical gai^ 
dens sloping down to tho Nile; as he 
spoke in short crisp phrases his gos- 
pel, the new plans for the fellaheen 
telling us of hiB ideals for the practi^ 
cal rather than the theoretical educa- 
tion of Egyptian youth— "We don't 
want them to get their hands soft"— I 
was inclined to agree with the Egyo- 
tlan opinion. 

It Is to be hoped that this efficient 
official who commands an army to 
whom the name "Kitchener" is nn In- 
contlve similar to that of the name 
"Napoleon" to tho old guard, and who 
in a comparatively brief time has 
gained the confidence of tho Egyptians 
who have most at heart tho country's 
good, will receive the unstinted sup- 
port of the homo government In the 
progressive and highly utilitarian 
measures which ho Is now promulgat- 
ing for tho new Egypt

The UBO of tho silo on dairy farms 
Is rapidly becomlns general and will 
continue to Increase In popularity for 
some time In the future. Dairymen 
realize that tho economic production 
of milk has been greatly aided by the 
dairy dows. Tho excellent results be- 
ing obtained have been brought about 
through syatomatlc investigation com- 
bined with a largo amount of prac- 
tical experience. That tho value of 
sliago as a feed for milk production is 
being appreciated Is evidenced by tho 
large number of silos which will bo 
put into UBO this season, 

A vorletyof crops have been siloed 
BUCceBBfuIly, and the answer as to 
what crop to recommend for that pur- 
pose will depend to a large extent on 
the crops being grown in a given lo- 
cality. In Illinois there are several 
reasons why corn ranks flrat among 
crops for tho silo. In the flrat place, 
the yield of nutrients per acre, rough- 
age and grain combined, Is greater 
from' the com crop than from any oth- 
er except where good yields of alfalfa 
are beihg obtained. A second reason 
Why com maltea a good silage crop Is 
that when It Is siloed at tho proper 
stage of maturity, when the ears are 
glazed, It packs well In the silo and 
excludes the air better than do rough- 
ages whoso stems aro- hollow. Tho 
oxclualon of air from allage Is very 
necessary, othorwiso changes go on. 
such as molding, which have an injuri- 
ous effect upon Us feeding qualities. 
A third reason for aliolng tho corn 
crop rather than other crops Is that 
moat other roughages can bo stored 
and fed to good advantage In the form 



of hay. Tho wa^te from feeding 
roughage In the form of hay Is small 
compared with that resulting from the 
feeding of dry corn stalks as a part of 
the ration. 

Since sliago has been fed In t^ls 
country, dairymen have been among 
tho most enthusiastic over Its use. 
Being of a succulent nature, its phys- 
ical effect on the animal Is boneflclal, 
is also Its Influence on tho sccrfr 
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Link Between Opposite Mentalities

PROFESSOR W. J. LLOYD, 
University of Illinois. 
In marked contrast to the facilities 
for gardening available tb the farmer 
or even the man who lives in the'vU- 
lago or suburb, are tho conditions at- 
tendant upon gardening operations in 
tho reBldence .portions of. a modern' 
olty. "dsually space is very limited, 
and the soil la often 111 adapted to 
gardening on account of bolug "flU- 
Ing," composed principally of clay, 
but often combined with brick-bats 
and other refuse. However, the lim- 
itations of space are at least partially 
offset by an abundance of water from 
tho city supply, and tho nature of the 
soil can bo radically changed by 
proper treatment, so that extremely 
Intensive methods of gardening may 
be practiced and the small area may 
yield an abundant barveaL 

Tho peraonal Interest In a garden 
of this kind Is likely to be fully as 
Intense as tho method of gardening. 
Often enclosed by a high board fence, 
tho garden is purely a personal mat- 
ter unobserved by the passing public, 
a place where tlio gardener can give 
expression to hla own Idoals In gar* 
denlng Irpeapoctlvo of printed rule* 
of profesalonal practice. All laws reg- 
ulating' distance of planting and direc- 
tion of growth may be disregarded, 
and plants that normally crawl made 
to climb. 

The richer tho soil, the moro It will 
produce. Hence the first effort In tho 
Intonslvo gardening under consldera-' 
tlon will bo directed toward Improv- 
ing tiie condition of tho soil both la 
texture and In supply of plant food. 
Since the area Is small It la usually 
spaded by hand. At tlie first spading 
the brick-bats^ tin can^ a*^d other 
.trash aro removed 'from the soil. If 
the ground Is a stiff clay. It may be 
considerably lightened and made 
workable by the addition of eand and 
manure, The sand may be spread on 
the Burfaco to a depth of about bno. 
Inch and the ground again spaded, 
ooro being taken to mix tl^o sand 
with the clay soil as fully aa pqsslblo 
during tho procoBB. Next a supply of 
manure should -^e secured and spaded 
In, Tho manure should bo used at tho 
rate ofabout ono-l^alf ton to each 
Bttuaro.'rod ol grouhd. Tho flnar^tbp

tlon of milk. Tho effects on cows are 
especially noticeable toward tho latter 
part of tho winter feeding period as 
compored with animals that 'are being 
kept entirely on dry feed. 

With tho feeding of sliago. It 1b do- 
alrablo to supply a second roughage, 
as hay or stover, to satisfy the crav- 
ing which tho cow has for a certain 
amount of dry roughage. Again, corn 
sliago being high In percentage of 
carbohydrates does not in itself con- 
stitute a complete ration when chem* 
leal composition Is considered, as It 
does not furnish nutrients In the 
right proportion for milk production. 
Supplements to com sliago may bo a 
legume hay or a protein concontrato, 
or a combination of hay and concen- 
trates. When tho hay being fed Is 
alfiilfa, 12 pounds of It to about" 30 
pounds of corn silage makes a very 
good proportion, supplementing when 
necessary by a concontrato. 'That 
roughages of tho proper kind, when 
properly used, form the cheapeat por- 
tion of tho dairy ration Is a foot that 
is being more generally realized. Such 
a ration has several advantages; First, 
it can bo home grown; second, It Is 
a ration which has a good pbysfcal 
offoct on the cow; third, it furnishes 
nutrients in proper amounts necessary 
for milk production. 

manure, tho bettor; for fine maaura 
can be worked Into tho soil more eas- 
ily than coarse manure and becomes 
quickly available to tho. plants. 

In order that a maximum yield may 
be procured from a minimum space, It 
la eaaontlal that the groond be kept 
fully occupied all the time. Thla 
means not only that the rows of veg- 
etables win be planted close togeth- 
er, but that short soason crops will 
be planted between the rows or even 
between the plants of longer-season 
crops, and that as soon as one crop 
is harvested another will be planted 
In Its placo. Also transplanting may 
bo practiced to a considerable extent 
to save apace during the early growth 
of the plants. In all this .gardening, 
tho full amount of apaco required by 
a given plant at maturity Is allotted 
to that plant for the shortest possible 
tlmo. Extremely rapid growth la made 
posaiblo by richness of soil, combined 
with heavy watering; and tho ability 
of the gardener to apply water when- 
ever needed makos It posaiblo to plant 
or transplant at any time during tho 
^ season, so that no time Is lost bo* 
tween successive crops. Thus the 
land Is kept at work from early spring 
till lato In autumn, and two, three, or 
even four crops may bo harvoated 
from the same spoL 

Binco planting must bo close, and 
a large amount of edlblo product se- 
cured from each square foot of 
ground, predominance should be given 
to the, vegetables which produce the 
largest amount of edible material In 
proportion to the space occupied and 
the length of tlmo this space la occu- 
pied. Bwoet corn[ m'olons and squash- 
es win be omitted, and tho garden 
devoted chiefly to such crops as lotr 
tuce, radishes, parsley, cress, mus- 
tard, beets, chard, carrots, onlona 
from sets, string beaba and turnips; 
though cabbago, spinach, peas, pop« 
pcrs, tomatoes and oven cuourabera 
may sometlmpe bo Included. If to- 
matoes and cucumbers are grown, they 
are trained in an upright position, so. 
that comparatively Uttle ground space 
la occupied. 

.The cloBO planting advised calls for 
an abundance of tillage, "BB-weir as 
■plant food and water Since the rows 
of the smaller vegetables are usually 
too close togothiar for the uso ot a 
rake, a narrow bladed hoe and a 
tlire&flngered weoder attached to a 
long handle are tho most useful tooU 
for working amoni tho planti^

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HEIGHT OF FORK OF TREES 

It Never Growi Higher Than the Point 

Where First Noted, Declares 

an Authority. 



Some people through careless ob- 
servation bdlleve that the fork of a 
forest tree will gradually grow higher 
from the ground. IT they would In* 
vestigato It would Itfi found that the 
forks and "hnads" uf fruit trees at at 
exactly the same point where they 
were when first nottsd. 

The state foreBtor In Inspecting lo- 
cust and catalpa groves throughout the 
state Hays the Indiana Farmer, has 
found owners who have not removed 
one part of tho fork of those treos 
that have formed forks below the fence 
post length, believing that In yeara 
the fork would grow up and a fence 
post could be cut below the fork. This 
erroneous belief Is the cause of much 
of the delay and neglect of pruning In 
early life of street uad roadside trees. 
It should ba remembered that the 
. base of a fork or a branch of a tree 
will always remain at the same dls* 
tanco above the ground: Tho side 
branches of some trees, such as tho 
elm, usually continue to grow upward, 
while those oC other trees, such as 
the maples. Inclino upward when 
young and as the tree grows older 
the weight of the branches gradually 
' brings It to the horizontal. The latter 
; ofttiu makes, the removal of large 
branches necessary, which not only 
Bpoils the aymmetry of the troo.but 
UHuitlly, starts "decay, which soon kills 
; Ihp tree. 

;>";. .Vo street or roadside tree should bo 
-, ■permit tod to form a fork bolow ten 
feet and all of the side branches to tho 
f famo height should be removed so that 
■ they.wlll shade tho adjacent crop less. 
.If this Is done the tree In time will 
(grow a aaw log below the branches.
